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Four New York Gunmen 


Arrested In "Bloody 


fifth* Ward Case 


One Is Said To Have Confessed To The Killing 


Of Policeman And Has implicated 


Others In The Plot 


OTHER NOTABLE ARRESTS ARE PENDING 


New York, Sept. 22.—Four men were arrested here 


today today charged with homicide in connection with the 
Fifth Ward rioting in Philadelphia Wednesday. One of 
the men is said to have confessed that he had part in the 
murder of the policeman and he implicated the rest. 


The men arrested were Uigeni Falcone aged 37, a bar- 


ber, known as "Jim The Cash," Luigi Dranneli, 24, a driv- 
er, known as "Straight Luey," Michael Denich and Fred 
Burchardt, 31, a railroad detective. Falcone, who con- 
fessed, was arrested in the Bronx. Burchardt is also 
said to have confessed having part in the murder. 


According to stories, men from Philadelphia hired 


them and told them that they were to beat up men who 
were not wanted around the polls in the Fifth Ward in 
Philadelphia. About fifteen of them went to Philadel- 
phia and were joined by twenty-five or thirty from New 
Jersey. Each of men wore white ribbons on their vest. 
The men were supplied with revolvers and black jacks. 
The men worked in pairs and the work had hardly pro- 
ceeded when the word went around that'the gang was dis- 
covered and a policeman was murdered and that the gang 
r.;uRt flee. They got away secretly. They declared they 
had to pay their own fares back and did not get their pay 
for the work. Detective Fisher of the force here is in 
Philadelphia working on the case. More arrests are 
pending.

training for you.

tion, register ,so that the government 
may know just what trained women it 
ha* to rely on in case o' emergencies,

Arrested In "Bloody 


fifth* Ward Case 


One Is Said To Have Confessed To The Killing 


Of Policeman And Has implicated 


Others In The Plot 


OTHER NOTABLE ARRESTS ARE PENDING 


New York, Sept. 22.—Four men were arrested here 


today today charged with homicide in connection with the 
Fifth Ward rioting in Philadelphia Wednesday. One of 
the men is said to have confessed that he had part in the 
murder of the policeman and he implicated the rest. 


The men arrested were Uigeni Falcone aged 37, a bar- 


ber, known as "Jim The Cash," Luigi Dranneli, 24, a driv- 
er, known as "Straight Luey," Michael Denich and Fred 
Burchardt, 31, a railroad detective. Falcone, who con- 
fessed, was arrested in the Bronx. Burchardt is also 
said to have confessed having part in the murder. 


According to stories, men from Philadelphia hired 


them and told them that they were to beat up men who 
were not wanted around the polls in the Fifth Ward in 
Philadelphia. About fifteen of them went to Philadel- 
phia and were joined by twenty-five or thirty from New 
Jersey. Each of men wore white ribbons on their vest. 
The men were supplied with revolvers and black jacks. 
The men worked in pairs and the work had hardly pro- 
ceeded when the word went around that'the gang was dis- 
covered and a policeman was murdered and that the gang 
r.;uRt flee. They got away secretly. They declared they 
had to pay their own fares back and did not get their pay 
for the work. Detective Fisher of the force here is in 
Philadelphia working on the case. More arrests are 
pending.

! diers now in France, the Red Cross ha*

| ceivcd at large reception camps on the 


French coast, and after several-.week*

French soldiers are in charge,, while a 
fleet of small motor trucks distribute 
the refreshing drinks to outposts. 
, Sometimes four thousand portions of 
siups or drinki ate served from a single 
canteen in a ,day—air^bsplutfely free. A 
station fee this, not far from the famous 
Ctiemin Des Dames, has helped in main- 
taining the moraje of the French troops. 


To man these canteens Major Murphy
